These various committees and organi- 
zations have differences “in . function 
and philosophy, but they are one in 
seeing to it that the strongest possible 
legal fight shall be made to prevent 
any man from paying a martyr’s price 
as a result of the struggle of the work- 
evs in and about Passaic. 
Joint Committee Eliminates Friction. 

“Of the six or seven organizations 
represented in the joint committee, 
only two, the Civil Liberties Union 
and the International Labor Defense, 
are regularly equipped for handling 
legal defense cases. Various cases 
will be apportioned to those organiza- 
tions logically. Each organization, to- 
gether with the defendants concerned, 
will be solely responsible for the de- 
fense of cases assigned to it. The 
other organizations, like the League 
for Industrial Democracy, which I rep- 
resent, will help raise the funds and 
distribute the publicity. The Emer- 
gency Strikers’ Relief Committee will 
continue s, ee to raise a sufficient 
bail fund. /

Will Put the Finishing: 


Touches on Locarno 


BERLIN, April 23.—The imperialist 
powers of Europe are bringing all pos- 
sible pressure to keep Germany from 
signing a commercial treaty with the 
Soviet Union. 

The powers fear that this move will 
put the finishing touches to the Lo- 
carno pact which suffered a terrible 
blow at Geneva. 

British secret diplomacy is at work 
in an attempt to force Germany to 
postpone the signing of the treaty. 
The little entente and Poland are pre- 
paring a direct protest against the 
pact. 

Foreign minister Benes of Czecho- 
Slovakia, who it is believed is acting 
at the direction of France, has sent a 
questionnaire to the Locarno powers 
asking Germany very pointedly as to 
the meaning of the commercial treaty. 

This action of the imperialist pow- 
ers and their lackeys has aroused in- 
dignation in Berlin. Articles. are ap 
pearing in the German press denounc- 
ing this “brazen interference” on the 
point of the European imperialists and 
calling on the government to vigor- 
ously protest against this interference.

England Negotiates With Soviets. 

LONDON, April 23—The British 
cabinet is now discussing the resump- 
tion of full diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Union. Four conservative 
members of parliament-—-Sir Frank 
Nelson, Captain R. C. Bourne, Colonel 
T. C. Moore and R. J. Boothby—are 
now en route to Moscow to investigate 
conditions. Tho this mission is un- 
official, Premier Baldwin is expected 
to use their report as a basis for nego- 
tiation with the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Respond- 
ing to a resolution of inquiry, the at- 
torney general has reported to the 
senate that his department spent 
$61,312 of public funds in the recent 
prosecution of Sen. Wheeler of Mon- 
tana, following Wheeler’s exposure of 
rotten conditions in the department. 

A majority of the senate judiciary 
committee recommended that Attor- 
mey General Sargent be not compelled 
to divulge the names of the two wit- 
nesses who, he claims, were ready to 
confirm the testimony of George B. 
Hayes, whose testimony against 
Wheeler was disbelieved by the jury 
in the Montana trial when Wheeler 
was immediately acquitted.

“Workers of all countries! From 
the first moment the Communists de- 
clared that the treaty of Locarno was 
a treaty of the imperialist powers 
against the people, an agreement of 
the big capitalist powers which will 
release new wars, which will suppress 
the small and disarmed nations, which 
will prepare the way for new armed 
intervention against Soviet Russia. 
The events in Geneva have shown 
more clearly than ever before that 
the spirit of Locarno is the spirit 
of rifles and bayonets, of poison gas 
and hand grenades. 

“The pacifist face of Locarno is only 
a mask behind which the criminal 
game of the imperialist with the lives 
of the people is being continued, The 
bankruptcy of the Geneva negotiations 
has uncovered this game. The Sec- 
ond International has taken an open 
and direct part in the activity of the 
league cf nations. 

Betrayal of Soclal-Democrats. 

“The leaders of the Second Interna- 
tional support the anti-proletarian 
game of their governments. The 6s0- 
cial-democratic leaders have not only 
rejected every proposal for a joint 
struggle against the league of nations, 
but they have, irrespective of the in- 
terests of the masses, without con- 
sideration of the demands of the revo- 
lutionary workers, taken a direct and 
active part in the council of the league 
of nations and in similar organiza- 
tions of imperialism. The _  social- 
democrats who were present at the 
March sessions in Geneva took part 
in the imperialist intrigues just like 
the representatives of the other gov- 
ernments, 

“The French social-democrat Paul 
Boncour, the Swedish social-democrat 
Unden, the Belgian social-democrat 
Vandervelde, all showed a prepared- 
néss not only to defend the interests 
of their respective governmerts, but 
also in cases where the interests of 
these governments were in contradic- 
tion they voted against each other. 

“Socialiemocrat against  social- 
democrat, working class leader 
against working class leader, each at 
the side of his imperialist govern- 
ment, that was the shameful role of 
the Second International in Geneva. 

New War Belng Prepared. 

“Workers of all countries, what is 
to be done now? The miracle of peace 
has not yet been consummated as a 
French newspaper wrote a few days 
ago. But a new war is coming down 
upon us with tremendous power. The 
giant load of military taxation is rest- 
ing on the shoulders of the toilers in 
all countries. New armaments, new 
collisions, the sword of a new 1914 is 
hanging over the heads of the peo- 
ples. The expectations of the Ger- 
man bourgeoisie, the hopes of Luther 
and Stresemann upon an entry of Ger- 
many into the alliance of the victors 
have been totally annihilated. 

“Whilst the league of nations and 
its defenders are discredited in Ger- 
many, whilst the reactionaries, the na- 
tionalist and the fascists raise tueir 
heads once again after the events in 
Geneva, the united front of the Ger- 
)man proletariat against the league and 
jis agents must be formed. 

F America Seeks Power. 


Eur vis suffering from the conse- 
quences of Geneva. American finance- 
eapital which caused the failure of 
the negotiations in Geneva is prepar- 
ing new measures in order to reduce 
the whole of Europe to the level of 
defeated and exploited Germany. The 
Coolidges and Houghtons declared 
with cynfcal insolence after the events 
in Geneva that Europe could only be 
brought to her senses by financial 
pressure. The financial pressure of 
America means the whip of tanger 
for the working masses of Burope. 

“The fate of Germany, her trae 
formation from a great industrial 
state into a powerless suffering col- 
Ya is awaiting Poland, France, Italy, 

e Balkans, in fact the whole of 
the European continent. The working 
class must not let itself be deceived 
by the hypocritical conferences of the 
league of nations. The working class 
knows what is threatening it. Bitter 
disappointment about the league of 
nations is growing in the ranks of 
the workers, and also the spirit of 
anti-imperialism, and with it the will 
to resist, and struggle against the war 
policy of the eois governments 
is also growin The policy of the 
league of natiom has entered a cri- 
tical stage. The pdlicy of alliances of 
the bourgeois governments has come 
to a dead stop. The warnings of the 
Communist International are being 
corroborated by reality, by life. In 
1919 Lenin saw the course of events 
and at the moment when the league 
of nations was founded Lenin called 
it the band of robbers and murderers. 

Workers, Unite! 

“Workers of all countries, toilers of 
Europe and the whole world!

World Wide Fight Against Imperialism 


The Communist International, in a proclamation published else- 
where in today’s Dairy Worker, calls upon the oppressed masses 
of the whole world to marshal their forces for a determined struggle 
against the imperialist robbers and murderers of the working class 
who are conspiring to bring about new and more frightful slaughters. 

The break-up of the conference of the league of nations at 
Geneva on March 17 was not the result of any one power’s insistence 
upon a seat in the council, but of first importance in the break-up 
was the hand of American imperialism using Brazil as its pawn. 


“The American imperialists intervened In the Geneva negotia- 
tions thru influencing Brazil in order to strengthen the contradictions 
between the European states and to prevent any opposition on the 
part of the European states to the exploitation of Europe on the part 
of the United States, and in order to continue its struggle against 
British imperialism.” A 3 


The league of nations, from the close of the Versailles confer- 
ence that created it to its final achievement at Locarno, has revealed 
itself as the enemy of the oppressed workers, peasants and colonials 
of the world. Its pacifist pretenses are smoke screens behind which 
lurk the instruments of oppression and destruction of the working 
class. 

The Communist International calls upon the workers of Europe, 
America and the colonies and semi-colonies to unite against the 
league of nations. In Europe to form united fronts of all workers’ 
organizations for a frontal attack against the imperialist league of 
nations by proposing the socialist United States of Europe. In the 
U. 8. A.,. the citadel of the mightiest imperialist power the world 
has ever seen, it is our task to fight, with every means at our com- 
mand, to prevent the realization of the dreams of Wall Street to 
reduce all Europe to the semi-colonial position that Germany now 
occupies. 

For the masses of American labor this is.a question of the mont 
vital concern, for the subjugation of Europe to American bank cap- 
ital means the most debasing impoverishment of the European 
workers and it means furthermore that the products of European 
industries will of necessity gain preference in the world market 
over American products. 

The result will be the rapid fall in wages of the workers in 
American industry and the use of the excessive profits obtained 
‘from exploitation of the colonies and semi-colonies to increase the 
uumber of bribed and corrupted workers who, for the crumbs that 
fall from the tables of the imperialists, aid the ruling class hold 
the working class in stbjection. 

A fight against the conquest of Europe, the struggle against 
the world court, the league of nations, Locarno and the fraudulent 
disarmament conferences can best be waged by creating in this 
country a powerful class party of labor that will expose the alliance, 
thru the medium of the old parties, of the rages by Cd Jie labor leaders 
with the capitalist class. 

Unless the workers of this country act in concert with the 
workers of Europe their future will be far blacker than the present 
condition of the workers of Britain who have been forced to live on 
meager state doles. Just as the British exploitation of India and 
the colonies has thrown hundreds of thousands of English workers 


out of employment so the continued growth of the imperialist poweg, 


of the United States will reduce millions of American workers to 
the status of state dependents. 

The only alternative is the response to the Communist Tnter! 
national’s call for a determined struggle against war and im- 
perialism. 


“Honest” Dollars in Industry 


Mr. John M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association, is one of the most persistent propagandists of the scab 
shop in the country today. He reacts to even the mildest suggestion 
of unionization of industry as an infuriated bull to a red rag. 

Recently this worthy circularized all the members of the organ: 
ization of which he is secretary, warning them against the “perni- 
cious meddling” of certain very meek and mild ladies and gentlemen 
who imagine they can align the church behind the labor movement.

The grave concern of Glenn over such a trivial question as 4 
few churches mildly supporting organized labor is only an indica- 
tion of the extent to which these enemies of labor go in combating 
real threats to their exploitation of men, women and children. 

Most amusing was his observation that those who have “an 
honest dollar working in industry” should be invited to talk. If he 
means a dollar that was made honestly by the investor he is totally 
wrong. 

Wealth is not produced by investment of money, but by the 
materials and machinery. And 
money used to employ labor is, as Marx said, “dead labor that 
thrives upon living labor.”

They 
were all religious and miseducated, it 
is true. Ag young steel workers they 
were splendid material. Of course, it 
was impossible to assimilate them at 
one gulp. The League activities and 
meetings were too far over their 
pate, They did not appeal to them. 


FORWARD WITH WORKERS’ SPORTS. 


The problem was how to hold on to 

them and gradually win them ideo- 
logically. / 

Need. Sports’ Clubs. 

Since they were all inclined athle- 


ball or basketball)’ the logical thing 
would have been to organize them in- 
to a sports’ club, build a League. frac- 
tion within it, and thru propaganda 
and discussion develop their class con- 
sciousness and prepare them for mem- 
bership in the League. This was not 
done. Consequently the entire group 
even the leaders, dropped. out. . Thus 
the Gary League, thru not making 
proper use of sports’ work, lost a 
great opportunity of winning five or 
ten young steel workérs for the Com- 
munist cause. 

Probably instances of this sort oc- 
curred not only in District No. 8, but 
all over the country. However, we 
are interested in our past mistakes 
only infofar as they throw a light on 
our future work. We can and we must 
make sports’ work an important part 
of our activity in District No. 8, 

Elect Sports’ Directors. 

In Waukegan (where there is.a pow- 
erful Finnish workers’ Sperts’ group), 
in Milwaukee; and in’ southern Iili- 
nois, we must place this work on the 
regular agenda of our meetings. “Each 
and every unit should elect a sports’ 
director, or a sports’ committee and. 
make them definitely responsible for 
the gathering of all informetion in re- 
gard to the local workers’ “sports* 
movement.
